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DAN KANE IN TOWN 


The Sedalia Convict Who Es 
eaped from the “ Pen.” 


PURSUED BY OFFICERS. 


officer RoberGou Fired a Couple of 
8 1iot8 at the Fugitive, But 
He Escaped. 


Dan Kane, the convict who es­ 
caped from the penitentiary last 
Saturday, came to Sedalia on a 
Missouri Pacific freight train be­ 
tween 
I and 2 o’clock this morn­ 
ing and at once proceeded to the 
boarding house of Mrs. Hill, Third 
and 
Engineer streets, where 
he 
woke up Fred Hill, son of 
the 
landlady, and appealed for some­ 
thing to eat. 
His wants were supplied, and 
while eating Kane admitted that 
his wife had assisted him in mak­ 
ing his escape, and at the same 
time he volunteered the informa­ 
tion that he was prepared for a 
long siege before he would be cap­ 
tured. 
Kane wore citizens’ clothes.with 
a pair of blue overalls over his pan­ 
taloons. 
He told Hill he was go­ 
ing to Nevada from here and then 
to Texas. 
The meal disposed of, Kane took 
his departure, and young, Hill at 
once came down town and reported 
his experience to Officer Robert­ 
son. 
. Robertson and Hill lost no time 
in starting on the trail of Kane, 
going first to the M., K . & T. 
yards, and thence to the Broadway 
electric light plant. 
A s they entered the engine room 
they saw a man talking to E n gi­ 
neer Harper, but he turned at once 
to go, when Hill recognized and 
grappled with him. 
Kane knocked Hill down, when 
Robertson took a hand, and an in­ 
stant later all three were down on 
the floor. 
Kane was the first up, followed 
by Hill, who was again knocked 
down 
and 
the 
fugitive 
dashed 
through the door and 
made his 
escape. 
Hill 
and Robertson followed, 
the latter firing two shots in the 
darkness, but Kane was seen no 
more. 
The story Kane told Hill, that he 
was going to Nevada, is not be­ 
lieved. 
He is thought to be in 
hiding in Sedalia, and every officer 
in the city is on the lookout for 
him. 
It is believed that Kane is armed 
and has money, hence will not be 
recaptured without a fight. 
He admitted to Hill that after 
escaping from the “ pen” he spent 
the first night in the company of 
his wife. 
“ Those people at Jeff 
City are the easiest marks I ever 
ran across,” was the way Kane put 
it to young Hill, 
The St. Louis Republic of this 
morning 
had 
the 
follo w in g: 
Daniel Kane, of Sedalia, the es­ 
caped convict, showed his axpert- 
nesB as a brakeman when he board­ 
ed the fast mail train this morning 
in front of two penitentiary guards 
and made his escape from Jeffer­ 
son City. 
Governor Dockery has 
offered $300 for his capture. 
K ane’s remarkable series of ex­ 
ploits in eluding the officers since 
he scaled the prison walls last week 
has aroused the astonishment of 
those who have learned of his es­ 
cape. 
It developed today that he was 
within a half-mile of the peniten­ 
tiary all day yesterday and in com­ 
pany with his wife, who has been 


here since his incarceration in the 
penitentiary. 
Kane 
scaled 
the 
penitentiary 
walls almost under the feet of a 
guard. 
He was chased for a short 
distance by a man who 
saw 
his 
daring leap from the high wall. 
During all 
of yesterday men 
were searching the city for him, 
but could find absolutely no trace. 
Y et, this morning, he ran out of 
the small hotel opposite the MisJ 
souri Pacific station, turned and 
caught a bundle 
which 
his wife 
threw to him from a window, ran 
through the area way of the sta­ 
tion, past two penitentiary guards 
and with the expertness of a brake 
man, swung onto the rear car. 
A s the train sped away from the 
gaping 
guards, 
he 
turned 
and 
waved his hands. 
The guards immediately arrested 
Mrs. Kane and took her to the 
penitentiary. 
She 
admitted that 
she had aided her husband, and, 
after much questioning, she said 
that he intended to jump off the 
train when it reached the top of 
the hill about eight miles west of 
Jefferson 
City. 
She 
said 
that 
Kane had spent the day with her 
at the hotel. 
Warden Woolridge immediately 
summoned a number of deputies 
and started for the country west of 
town. 
This evening he returned 
with his clothes torn, boots muddy 
and his temper ruffled. 
Kane was 
not captured, though a man an­ 
swering his 
description, it 
was 
said, passed through the country 
earlier in the day. 
The train did not stop until it 
arrived at Sedalia, where it was' 
searched, but Kane was not 
on 
board. 
It is supposed that he jumped 
from the train somewhere on the 
line and doubled back toward St. 
Louis on the next train.

called itself, was composed of three

Ryan was the man that did the 
running. 
The 
“ K id ” 
was

man that did che talking. 
Boat- 
right was the man that produced 
the money to bet against that of 
the “ sucker,” and who eventually 
got most of it.

plan was the old one of 
“ this is all fixed up and you are in, 
so that you cannot lose.” 
One of 
the gang would select a “ mark.” 
After “ staking him out” and get­ 
ting well acquainted with him he 
would show him a letter, purport­ 
ing 
to 
be 
from a friend. 
This 
friend would fill the letter with 
complaints. 
He 
was 
a 
sprinter 
who had won 
a 
great 
deal of 
money for a club made up of mil­ 
lionaires. 
But 
they had treated 
him shabbily, given him by a scant 
share of the winnings, and in every 
way did him injury. 
He was tired 
of It, and in his next race was go­ 
ing to “ double-cross” and throw 
them down. 
Could the recipient 
of the letter get any money to bet 
on the other man ? He was certain 
to win, as the writer of the letter 
was going to lie down for pure 
spite if nothing else. 
The letter was shown to the 
“ mark” 
and, of course, he bit.

fold, 
lie was admitted into fel­ 
lowship, but in a very short time 
announced that he desired to don 
the ministerial cloth. 
At first there was some hesita­ 
tion about this, but, as Mr. Pink­ 
ston was soon after called to the 
Baptist church at Piedmont, Mo., 
to conduct a revival, and after that 
was asked to remain as pastor of 
the congregation, the officers of the 
Fourth church decided 
that he 
should be ordained. 
A committee was named, con­ 
sisting of Rev. Doctors M. J. 
Breaker, J. C. Armstrong and J. 
F. Herget, to ex amine into the 
credentials of the y oung aspirant. 
They recommended his ordination 
and the ceremony was observed a 
month ago. 
Rev. Pinksion re­ 
turned to Piedmont. 
A telegram from Harrodsburg to 
Rev. E. L. Hill, pastor of the 
Fourth Baptist church, was the 
first intimation received by that 
congregation that the new-fledged 
minister was not all that he claimec 
to be. 
He was accused of iramora 
conduct in Cincinnati, whither he 
was said to have gone after desert­ 
ing his wife in Harrodsburg, anc 
with having posed there, as he did 
here, as a single man. 
Mr, Hil 
said the exact nature of these 
charges was disgraceful, but that 
they were admitted by Pinkston. 
Taking the train to Piedmont 
last Thursday , the committee got 
the deacons of the church at that 
place together, laid the evidence 
before them and insisted that Rev.
